See, I was just in Western 
Wash State for two years and I have been out of 
touch along time, This is what I mean that the 
reason I dont remember Mrs gilder is that it's 

been along time I have been away and what with the 
shecks and everything sometimes you can't remember 
as good. I told the doctor I didn't want the 
shocks because It might habe some effect on my 

werk and I think it has done something. Would you 
believe I was once the best secretery in Seattle, 
cculd do 2 hundred fifty per and got a prize once. 
I was haveine trouble at home with my husband and 
he may have done this thing with Mrs Guilder. I 
wish I could know where that bum is, he went away 


an a 
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somewhere. He was the one had me committed, for 
saying that I made him crawl on his hands and 

knees down the stairs before he could have any- 
thing. Oh, I know what your saying. That if I am 
Miss Plumb why am I talking about this husband, 
See, I was so good as a secretery that I kept my 
unmarried name so that I could use it. Sort of 
like Mae West or something like that. Anyway my

You see, my 
dectcr, his name is Mr Berss, told me that I should 
forget myself and set back into the world of 

work, Office work would be fine he told me. 

I think youd like Doctor Beggs, talk about hand- 
some. Sometimes I think that when I was lying 
there ready for the charge, I would get confused 
and think that Doctor Beggs was Bob. I would 

want him to take my hand but you know that doctor's 
arent supposed to do anything like that with 
patients. But as my friend says, I still have a 
pretty figure and like to dance some and if I can 
ret off the vertigel, I that I can stand up more, 
I think I'll be ok. 


I am sorry to take up so long to explain to you. 
It's been along time since I could talk to any- 
one. My friend Bess (I like to call her my 

friend althoush she dcesnt see me too much anyomre,
